CALIFORNIA AT PHILADELPHIA. 


Our neighbor over the mountains 


will make a fine showing at tlio Cen- 
tennial, though Home have feared 
that she was not displaying her usual 
energy, We clip the annexed from 
the San Fnmoiwo^ulletin of a lute 
date, which goes to show what i« be- 
ing done: 


Yesterday a representative of tho 


Bulletin was admitted to the rooms of 
tho Central Pueitlo building on Town- 
sonrl street, where the superb collec- 
tions of Bacitla coast specimens for 
exhibition at Philadelphia we being 
stored away and classified. Tho ex 
hibition will be made under the im- 
mediate uuspices of the Company, 
although an urgent appeal has buen 
received from the Smitiisonian Insti- 
tute, asking that the privilege of 
making the display be granted to 
that managment. For the past eigh 
torn months the land department of 
tho corporation has been industri- 
ously seeking out and and gathering 
together the finest mineral, cereal, 
ornithological and zoological collec- 
tion evor Burui'Oil on this coast. Be 
aides this exhibit will embrace—in 
fact, already embraces—some of 
largest collections of marine, land 
and fresh water shells ever shown 
Moreover, specimens of all the coals 
of the Pacitio region have been ne 
cured. 
They reprusent fully ono 


hundred different grades, from the 
Uncut Shasta to the commonest slate 
mixed with atone. Tho timber of the 
coast is represented by specimens, 
green, polished and petrified. Thoso 
are also onts from old monarchs of 
the forest, whereon approximate esti- 
mates of the rainfall for two centu- 
ries past are mnilo in tlio rings which 
indicate the yearly growth. To con- 
vince the incredulous ones of the ao- 
cnracy of estimating the moisture of 
the past decades and centuries by 
this method, a bntt out is shown, 
which was takou from n tree planted 
Seventeen yearn ago, and the records 
of the rainfall thereon engraved iom- 
parod with tho annual registers pre- 
served on paper 
by the 
oflicial 


meteorological societies. 
It is an 


easy task to satisfy the observer that 
tho variation in tho estimates is hard- 
ly perceptible, and on this basis tho 
amout of moisture in tho past is ap- 
proximated, 


It would require the space of an 


ordinary volume to mention the full 
list of specimens embraced in this 
collection, for they represent birds of 
every plumage, animals of every spe- 
cies, together with aurioux alkaline 
formations, pesolites, marble polished 
and rough, sandstone pumice, honey- 
combed lava light enough to flout, 
fossilized fish, borings from artesian 
wolls, cnriout relics of armor brent- 
plates, fossil reptiles, entomological 
specimens, etc. In the lino of cereals 
tlio tallest corn stalks and the heavi- 
est sheaves of barley nnd wheat, to- 
gether with thrashed grain in prop- 
erly labeled bottles, are fitly repre- 
sented. 
The mineral resources of 


tho coast will be indexed by samples 
of copper and silver ore, gold quartz, 
nuggets, eto, The labor of gather- 
ing together the necessary specimens 
is not yet completed. From the ear- 
ly ripening grain of 187(1 additional 
collections will be scoured, and as 
now discoveries aro made and curious 
relics found, efforts will bo put for- 
ward to procure whatever thorn may 
be in them worthy of holding a place 
in tho cabinet of the Company,

Steel rails are being put in on all 


the dangerous portions, and the track 
well braced to prevent its spreading. 


Men are now at work replacing the 


old iron rails with utoe! ones in the 
vicinity of thn LtUto View House. 
About four hundred tons arc now on 
tho ground. Thin will bo sufflciont 
to lay five and a hivlf miles of triu-k. 
There is also ono hundred and HOV- 
onty-flvo tons at tho Wnshoe canon, 
and two and a quarter miles will be 
laid here.
